Sir: 

The Patent Office issued a Notice Of Incomplete Reply for the above-identified 
application on November 21, 2001. This is Petition is directed towards the contention of the 
Patent Office that Figure 27 was omitted from the original application. Applicants are 
simultaneously submitting substitute formal drawings in accord with a request from the Patent 
Office to revise the labeling of the drawings. 

That Notice incorrectly contends that Figure 27 (as described in the specification) was 
omitted from the original application filed on June 1, 2001. This contention is, however,
